In Egypt, Joseph was confronted by his brothers who had 
plotted fo take his life. He viewed the situation not as en op- 
portunity to get revenge but as an opportunity to restore lost 
friendship and lost love. 

If any person ever had a reason to take revenge and a 
ready-made opportunity to do it, it was Joseph, But he was a 
man who let God overrule itis passions. He preferred to search 
for the will of God in his up-ent-down life and to look for the 
good in every situation. He had learned to resist the temptation 
to seek revenge against people who wroriged him. He had learn- 
ed to return good for evil. 

All of us have opportunities to exact justice when people 
do us wrong, but the same opportunities are also chances to be 
merciful.

A total of 13,000 bass finger- 
ings have recently been stocked
